THE STEERING COMMITTEE 


WasnHiIncton, December 18.—[Special.]— 
Among Speaker Crisp’s callers today, was Mr. 
Charies S. Hamlin, of Boston, the secretary of 


the New England Tariff Reform League, the 


most powerful organization of the kind in the 
country. He extended an invitation to the 
speaker to address the league’s annual dinner, 
to be given in February, and strenuously urged 
him to accept, The speaker promised to do so 
unless his public duties positively conflicted. 
Mr. Hamlin says that Mr. Cleveland will be 
one of the speakers at this dinner. The sig- 
nificance of the invitation to Mr. Crisp is 
greater than would appear. This league occu- 
pies a very advanced position on the tariff re- 
form question. It would notinvite Mr. Crisp 
to Boston in order to instruct him or to cause 
him to change his views on the tariff question. 
The only inference then is that the league 
wishes to pointedly call attention to the fact 
that Speaker Crisp’s record on the tariff re- 
form question is satisfactory to them, and atthe 
saine time to give the quietus tothe silly cries 
of the republican and mugwump newspapers 
that Mr. Crisp’s election as speaker meant a 
halt in the onward march of tatiff reform leg- 
islation. The league would pot invite such a 
man to address them. It would as soon think 
of sending for McKinley himse!f. Speaker 
Crisp will accept the invitation if possible. 
They Get Good Places. 

Two of Alabama’s able newspaper men 
dropped into fat offices here today. George 
Crookshank, of The Birmingham Age-Herald, 
was made superintendent of the house docu- 
ment room ata salary of $2,000, and Colonel 
W. W. Screws, of The Montgomery Adver 
tiser, was made assistant house librarian at the 
same salary. Theduties of neither will con- 
flict with their newspaper work. 

Barnes and the Indians. 

Ex-Congressman Barnes went home this 
morning. He will, however, return later in 
the winter with war paint and eagle feathers, 
to goon the war path for the Creeks and Cher- 
okees of the Indian Territory. Major Barnes 
has always been a friend to the Indians, but 
now that Chief Mayes and the assistant chief 
of the Cherokees have gone to the happy 
hunting ground, the Indians of the five civil- 
ized tribes look upon himas the man who 
best understands their affairs and can best 
represent them before congress. Congress has 
never dealt justly with these Indains, because 
they huve no-representation. As @ .conse- 
quence they must get outsiders to look after 
their interests and urge upon congress their 
just dues.. The governinent owes the Indians 
of the territory millions of dollars for 
lands.’ Last congress a bill was passed 
paying them $2,900,000 on account. The 

resident signed it, but the money has never 

een paid. An effort will be made at this 
session to repeal that act. Major Barnes will, 
perhaps, represent the Indians and argue their 
side of the case before the committees of the 
two houses. 
Who Will He Be? 

The new circuit judge of the fifth judicial 
circuit, which includes Georgia, will hail from 
either Alabama or Texas. It will be District 
Attorney Louis E. Parsons, of Birminzham, or 
J. R. Burnett, of Pa.estine, Tex. Parsons is 
at present the favorite. The Alabama con- 
gressmen believe his name will be sent to the 
senate on Monday. <A delegation of Alabama 
congressmen called at the white house to urge 
Parsons’s appointment today. They left 
under the impression that he would be the 
chosen one. Parsons was appointed district 
attorney last year by Mr. Harrison. He has 
the reputation in Alabama of being an im- 
partial and eminently just man, though a re- 
publican. Burnett has an equally good repu- 
tation in Texas, and the democrats, as well as 
the republicans, of that state are urging his 
name. They, however, like the Alabama 
men, believe Parsons will be appointed. 

The Steering Committee. 

Colonel Oates, of Alabama, is earnest in his 
advocacy of the appoiniment of a committee 
of fifteen to have charge of the business of the 
house. He has had a conference with the 
speaker, and has been assured that his resolu- 
tion will have consideration. 

“It is important,’’ said Colonel Oates to- 
night, ‘that the committee which fixes the 
order of business of the house should be com- 
posed of representatives from all sections of 
the country. Undersucha cdémmittee there 
will be no discrimination. 
have fair and just consideration, and there 
will be no discontent or dissatisfaction among 
members. I believe the house will adopt it.’’ 

When the Committees Will Be Keady. 

Speaker Crisp has been in his room at the 
Metropolitan all day making up the com- 
mittees. He will certainly announce them 
on Wednesday. Then when congress meets 
after the recess, there will be no delay. This 
is going to be a business congress, and it is pe- 

lieved that the session will not last longer than 
the Ist of July. E,W. B.

THE LOTTERY FIGHTERS. 


The Combine Convention Adopts a Platform. 
Caucus of the Candidates. 

Baton Rover, December 18.—The Adams 
Farmers’ Alliance and anti-lottery combine 
convention, holding its sessions at the state- 
house, last night adopted a platform, nomi- 
nated their state ticket, provided for the ap- 
pointment of a new state central committee, 
and adjonrned sine die. The platform at the 
outset says: 

The democracy of the state of Louisiana, in 
convention assembled, do hereby declare their 
allegiance and support of the time-honored prin- 
ciples of the democratic party, which form the 
foundation of the government and safeguard of 
the liberties of the people. 

It then congratulates this state and other 
states on the result of the recent congressional 
election ; congratulates the people of Louis- 
ianaon the present wise, careful and economical 
state administration, and concludes with a 
deciaratiou of unalterable opposition to lotter- 
ies and the adoption of the proposed revenue 
amendments to the constitution. 

The combine candidates were today in 
caucus, mapping out a plan of campaign. 

The Regular Convention. 


Chairman Wells called the regular demo- 
cratic convention atl o’clock. There were 
tifty-tive parishes in attendance. The creden- 
tials committee made a further report seating 
the McEnery delegates from Grant and Calca- 
sieu'and adverted at considerable length to 
the outrageous and fraudulent methods re- 
sorted to in order to defeat McEnery at the 
recent primaries. 

After a recess of two hours the convention 
was called to order at 5 o’clock p.m. The re- 
port of the credentials committee was adopted 
and nominations declared in order. Hudson, 
of Ouachita, nominated Judge S. D. Mc- 
Enery for governor. Mention of McEnery’s 
name caused a wild outburst of applause.

being unanimous. The greatest enthusiasm 
prevailed. 

Governor McEnery was not present, but Mr.

NORCROSS, THE DYNAMITER., 


Remains Will Be Buried 
Today. 

Boston, December 18.—The remains of H. 
L. Norcross, the dynamiter, who tried to blow 
up Russell Sage, are now in the receiving 
tomb at Woodlawn cemetery. They arrived 
early this morning. Mrs. Norcross said-today: 

“IT do not think that we shall have any fu- 
neral; in fact, I know we shal! not have any 
services at the house, and what occurs at the 
grave Ido not wish to be reported. I feel 
justitied in making this request of the papers, 
as they have had all‘the sensational features of 
the terrible affair, and to be allowed to bury 
our son without the scene at the grave being 
placed before the public, I think every hu- 
mane person will agree thatit isa privilege 
we havearight to claim. Irepeat I do not 
want any reporters there, and hope they will 
consider my wish.”’ 

Mrs. Norcross entertains a fear that the re- 
mains will be stolen from the cemetery. 


WILL INVESTIGATE THE CHARGES 


Against the Secretary of State of Mich- 
igan. 

CuicaGo, December 18.—A special dispatch 
from Lansing, Mich., says: Governor Winans 
has appointed a commission, consisting of ex- 
Mayor Donovan, Judge @.A. Smith and 
Deputy Secretary of State Rowley, all of this 
city, to thoroughly investigate the charges 
against Secretary of State Sofer, who resigned 
night before last under pressure. Until this 
committee reports no further action will. be 
taken. 

The deposed official, in an interview, enters 
a general denial of the charges, but would give 
no reason for resigning. Within the last two 
weeks contractors have delivered two car 
loads of. paper—enough to last nearly two 
years. The paperis needed at the present 
time, and. under the new contract, it could have 
been purchased for $500 less than the state 
will now have to pay forit. As farascan be 
ascertained, the vaiueof the books given away 
was about one thousand two hundred dollars, 


OPPOSED TO HANGING. 


Burglary Not Believed to Be a Grave 
Enough Offense for Such a Punishment. 
RaveiacH, N, C., December 18.—[Special.]— 

Governor Hoit today received « score of tele- 
grams and letters earnestiy protesting against 
the execution of Alfred Downs, the negro 
burglar, at Charlotte. One was signed by 
leading lawyers and the editor of The Daily 
News, Mobile, Ala.: one by ex-Mayor Barton 
Myers, of Norfolk, Va.; one léiter from one 
of the noted Virginians, who in the name of 
justice and the people, protest against the 
punishinent as barbarous, There are many 
petitions, ali signed by white people. There 
are reasons for belief that out of this noted 
case there will grow achange in the law re- 
garding burglary. Your correspondent be- 
lieves that Downs’s death sentence will be com- 
muted to life imprisonment. 


Suicide of a College Professor. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., December 18.—[Spe- 
cial.J—R. A. Ramsay, formerly professor of 
mathematics in the Sweetwater Normal col- 
lege, Sweetwater, Tenn., committed suicide 
here this afternoon by jumping from the Ten- 
nessee river bridge,a height of neariy one 
hundred feet. Sacneay was discharged from 
the Sweetwater college two weeks ago for 
drunkenness. He came tothis city and se- 
cured rooms at the¢Windsor house Saturday. 
ee gps to pay his bill yester- 
day, he was turned out bythe proprietors. 
Thus humiliated, the unfortunate man at- 
tempted to drown his feelingsindrink. All 
day Thursday he hung around the Hamilton 
house bar stupidly drunk. He was ejected 
froin this place of refuge also. Penniless he 
wandered to the bridge. 

As the town clock tolled three he sprang to 
the railing, waved his arms wildly and shouted; 
“Tell them goodby,” and jumped into the 
river below. The body Was recovered ten 
minutes later. The deceased leaves a family 
living at Sweetwater.

LEAGUE AND ASSOCIATION ARE ONE. 


Result of the All-Night Meeting at 
Indianapolis. 


THE OLD ORGANIZATIONS CONSOLIDATE 


And Prepare for Good Sport Next Season. 
The Board of Directors—The 
Terms of Settlement, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., December 18.—At 4 
o'clock this morning the meeting in the club- 
room of the Bates house adjourned, and with 
it adjourned the first meeting of the Nationa 
League and American Association of profes- 
sional baseball players. Thisis the name of 
the consolidated old baseball organizations 
which met this morning separately, heard 
fina! reports from committees, terminated their 
affairs and dissolved. 

At the meeting that lasted all night, Nick 
Young was elected president and secretary 
and treasurer of the new league, and Zach 
Phelps was chosen as solicitor. The head- 
quarters will remain, as was in the old league, 
at Washington. A board of directors was 
drawn by lots, and was composed of members 
equally from the eastern and western circuits. 
The members are: Brush, of Cincinnati; Von 
der Ahe, of St. Louis; Hart, of Chicago; 
Soden, of Boston; Von der Hurst, of Ba ti- 
more;and Scanlon, of Washington. Presi- 
dent Young has yet to name the schedule and 
playing rules committees. 

All Parties Satisfied. 

The new league is organized on an ironclad, 
ten-year basis, and no club can be dropped 
without unanimous consent of the clubs, in- 
cluding the one to be dropped, and a threes 
fourths vote is necessary to change the consti- 
tution. The terms of settlement with clubs 
dropped are said to have been satisfactory to 
all parties, but President Young is authority 
for the statement that the exact figures will 
not be given out for sometime. It is under- 
stood that Bosten received $37,500, Phila- 
deiphia $43,000, Columbus $16,000, Chicago 
$15,000 and Milwaukee $6,000, a total of $195,- 
000. Milwaukee figures may be a few thou- 
sand more. 

In an interview with a reporter President 
Young said that the new organization starts 
out with a most brilliant future. ‘‘The old 
League and old Association are ended,”’ said 
he, ‘‘and a new order of things prevails, The 
old League never oweda debt after it was 
due, though,”’ he added, ‘‘we had to walk the 
tioor considerably in 1890." The cessation of 
this war,neans a revival of interest in the na- 
tional game. |

BECAME SUDDENLY INSANE. 


Lively Times at a Brooklyn Boarding House. 
Three Persons Shot. 


New York, December18.— Michael Harvey, 
thirty-four years old, a boarder at No. 183 Van 
Dyke street, South Brooklyn, became suddenly 
insane this afternoon and shot John Conner- 
ton, Sam Dickerson and Mamie Dickersun. 
Catharine Duffy jumped from a second-story 
window to escape him and broke her ankle. 
John Connerton and Sam Dickerson were 
dangerously injured and were taken to the 
hospital. They may die. 

Mamie Dickerson was shot in the arm. 
After shooting others Harvey placed the 
muzzle of a revolver in his mouth and pulled 
the trigger. ‘The top of his head was blown off. 
John Connerton died before reaching the 
hospital. Only two days ago Harvey was dis- 
charged from the Flatbush insane asylum as 
cured and immediately went to board with Mrs. 
Duffy at 183 Van Dyke street. The family 
lives on the second floor of a four-story tena- 
ment. 

Shortly after noon today while at dinner, 
the crazy fit came suddenly upon Harvey 
again. He jumped from the table, ran toa 
bureau and snatched from an open drawer a 
thrity-two caliber British bulldog revolver, 
and began firing into the crowd at the table. 
The tirst shot struck John Connerion in the 
head, audin less than five minutes he was 
dead. A second bullet laid Samuel Dicker- 
gon low. Young Dickerson and Mamie Dick- 
erson, of 582 Clinton street, had come ona 
visit to Mrs. Duffy. 

Dickerson was shot through the right arm. 
He made for a window and, before the maniac 
could tire again, jumped out. Miss Dicker- 
son’s turn came next. The crazy assassin’s 
bullet bored a hole in her right hand. She ran 
out in the hallway crying ‘‘murder,’’ 

Mrs. Duffy, who was in the next room, hear- 
ing the shots and cries, and suspecting the 
truth, jumped out of a window at once and 
sprained her ankle in the falts Being then 
alone, the maniac turned the weapon on him- 
self. 


LARGE FIRE AT PITTSBURG, 


The Establishment of Porter, Donaldson & 
Co. Gutted by the Flames. 


PirrspurG, December 18.—Fire broke out 
in the large wholesale millinery establishment 
of Porter, Donaldson & Co., Nos, 820, 822 and 
824 Liberty avenue, at 1:20 0o’c'ock this after- 
neon, and by the time the fire department 
reached the scene the fourth, fifch and sixth 
stories, extending from Liberty avenue to an 
alley, were in flames. 

The Porter building is a six-story, giass- 
front, brick structure, s¢venty-five feet wide 
by about two hundred and fifty deep to Virgin 
alley, and is owned by B. F. Jones. The loss 
will reach $150,000, of which $125,000 is on the 
stock. The insurance on the stock is $79,000, 
and on the buiiding $50,000. The fire staried 
on the fifth floor, itis thought from a match 
carelessly thrown among some waste paper by 
an employe.

THE HOLIDAY TRADE

In Full Blast—Report of the Week’s Busi- 
ness by Dun & Co. “ 

New Yorx, December 18.—The business failures 

occurring throughout the country during the last 
seven days, as reported by R. G. Dun & Co., num- 
ber for the United States, 307; Canada, 28; total, 
335; against 320 last week. As the end of the year 
approaches, general] trade slackens, and there is 
perhaps not more than the usual disposition to 
defer large transactions unti) after stock taking 
and the holidays. The holiday trade is nowin 
full blast, and throughout the country is quite 
large, It is satisfactory to see that from nearly 
all poings rep rts which note inactivity usual at 
this season, also observe the prevaient and strong 
belief that the business of the coming season will 
be unusually large and profitable. These expec- 
tations have warrant in the fact that the quantity 
of products marketed during the past few months 
has been large beyond all precedent, while money 
markets are well supplied in nearly all parts of the 
country, and undisturbed by any alarm. Commer- 
cial credits and contidence are in a satisfactory 
shape for the transaction ofan enormous business 
@arly next year. 

Meanwhile the causes of apprehension in re- 
spect to foreign influences are diminishing, and 
considerable purchases of American securities on 
foreign account give increased strength to the 
stock market. 

Reports from Trade. Centers. 

At Philadelphia reports are less encouraging. 
Dry goods inactive thouzh the prospect is good. 
The wou! trade is limited; trade in jumber and to- 
bacco quiet ; in hardware duil; in boots and shoes 
only fair, with rather slow collections, and in gro- 
ceries and chemic.1s steady; while oils are dull, 
paints are at a standstill. Butthe usual holiday 
activity is seen in jewelry. At Baltimore, manu- 
, facturers are active, and at Pittsburg iron seems 
a little stiffer and an advance in window glass is 


‘he iron trade shows greater strength and 
larger sales of pig than for a long time, but ex- 
traordinary weakness is shown in some finished 
products. Plates are unsettled, structural iron 
weak and wrought pipe demoralized, Rails are 
quiet, shipments for the month having been 108,000 
and sules 57,00u tons. Steel billets are stronger, 
but —— and less known brands of pig are 
weak, 

In boots and shoes there is much business but 
little nvise, shipments being still 344 per cent be- 
hind iast year. In dry goods, clothiers are wait- 
ing,aud very few orders bave been placed for 
December, but the prospects are not unfavorable. 
Wool is steady, fleece and territorial being more 
active. Trade in cotton goods is improving, and 
print cloths are firm at 3 cents. 

The Breadstuffs Market. 

Prices of breadstuffs have declined, wheat 114 
cents, corn 7 cents, and oats 214 cents, receipts 
continuing large beyond precedent. 

Cotton receipts also exceed last year and the 
price has dropped n eighth. Coffee is an eighth 
stronger, and pork products slightly stronger, but 
the general level of prices has fallen remarkably 
auring the week and month thus far. Exports 
continue heavy for two weeks in December, at 
New York exceeding last year’s by 37 per cent in 
value. Although foreign exchange has risen 1 
cent on account of annual remittances, money is 
plenty and cheap, the tre sury having disbursed 
$3,100,000 more than it has taken in, besides issuing 
$1,400,000 new trearury notes. Excepting at a few 
places above noticed, the money markets through- 
out the country are well supplied. 


THE BEARS WERE CROSS - 


Because They Lost Their Grip on the Cot- 
ton Market. 


New Yorx, December 18.—The Sun’s cot- 
ton article says: Futures opened unsettled 
and turned stronger,and advanced six to seven 
points and then became weaker but closed 
tirm at four to five points advance from the 
final figures of yesterday. Liverpool wasa 
grievous disappointment to our bears, and 
some of them were disposed to be cross about 
it, especially as it was said that private advices 
were much better than the published reports. 
It was asserted that capitalists from 
London were taking cotton to hold in 
store instead of buying futures. The 
interior movement again falls about 
sixteen thousand bales behind last year, and 
the figures of today from Memphis and St. 
Louis show a great falling off from the corre- 
sponding date of last year. The compara- 
tively full plantation movement is undoubt- 
edly due to the recent wintry weather in the 
cotton region, which compelled planters to 
work indoors and prepare the remnants of 
their crop for market. From this time out the 
statistical position ceases torun against the 
bulls, though some little time may elapse be- 
fore it will turn decidedly in theirfavor. Dull 
interior stocks were the cause ofa slight re- 
duction from the best prices of the day, which 
took place inthe last half hour. Spot cotton 
was quiet.

On a Statement Made by Bankers, Showing 
a Clear Case of Forgery. 


New York, December 18.—The grand jury 
today returned an indictment against Edward 
M. Field, of the defunct tirm of Field, Lindley, 
Weichers & Co., charging him with forgery in 
the second degree, The indictment is predi- 
cated on the statement made Bankers Knauth, 
Nachod and Kuehne. Following isthe state- 
ment made by Messrs. Knauth, Nachod and 
Kuehne, relative to their connection with the 
Fiela-Lindley failure: 

“Tt seems that Mr. Router, of Hamburg, an 
uncle of Weichers, one of the partners of the 
defunct firm, had inherited about one hundred 
and eight thousand doilars from Weichers’s 
estate, and that this money had been. left in 
Weichers’s hands. The latter used it for spec- 
ulating in behalf of the tirm, and reported to 
his uncle that inside of sixty days the money 
had realized a profit of $8,000 aside from in- 
terest. The uncle, however, pressed the 
Weichers for the money, and the latter there- 
upon, on beha f of the firm, nade out a one- 
day sight draft for 498,000 inarks on a firm in 
Manheim, Germany, by the name of Ditten- 
hope & Glaser, with which they had had va- 
rious transactions, but where Field & Lindley 
at the time had no balance nor did they expect 
to have any in ordinary course of time,” 


Forgery Was Resorted To. 


‘They counted upon covering this draft by 
means ofacabie transfer and to obtain the 
latter, there being no funds, forgery was re- 
rorted to. 

“On November 25th Field & Lindley 
arranged that we should make a cable trans- 
fer of 498,000 marks (equal to $118,000) to the 
firm in Manheim, and at the same time we 
should buy their thirty days sight bill of 
325,000 marks (equa! to $77,000) on the same 
firm: in Manheim, such bill being accoupanied 
by shipping documents for 74,000 busheis of 
wheat per steamship Triumph. 

“Some days previously they had already 
sold to us a similar bill of 190,000 marks (equa! 
to $40,000) on the same firin likewise accoin- 
panies by shipping documents for 43,000 

ushels of wheat per steamship Dolcontti. 
All these shipping documents have since 
turned out to be forgeries. There were no 
such steamships in port at the time and no 
such wheat. 

'‘*Fortanately we discovered the forgery be- 
fore the draft was presen and were abie to 
stop payment and thus save our money,”

I$ FRANCE CONTENT 


In Withdrawing Its Minister from 
Bulgaria. 


BECAUSE OF CHADOUME’S EXPULSION, 


Or Will the Incident Further Dis- 
turb Europe’s Peace? 


THE LATEST GOSSIP FROM ENGLAND. 


Further Grants Asked for the Young 
Princes andthe Opposition Grow- 
ing to the Question. 


Lonpon, December 18.—{Copyright, 1891, 


by the New York Associated Press.]|—The 
rupture of diplomatic relations between 
France and Bulgaria on the pretextof the 
expulsion of the French journalist Chadouine 
now proves to be the initial step of a French 
diplomatic scheme to ask the sultan to use his 
suzerain right to interfere in Bulgaria in the 
Russian interest. Advices were received at 
the foreign office tonight that Cambon, French 
ambassador at Constantinople, has demanded 
and will obtain a formal conference on the 
subject with the sultan tomorrow. “his 
development is no surprise to Lord Salisbury 
and his diplomatic allies in Vienna and Berlin. 

Where France Must Look for Redress. 

Cambon, in an interview with the foreign 
minister of the porte on Wednesday last, was 
understood to intimate that as France had 
never recognized Prince Ferdinand, the gov- 
ernment of France must look for redress to 
the suzerain before taking directly active 
measures. As Ribot must know or expect 
that the porte will decline to interfere in the 

uestion concerning the internal administra- 
tion of Bulgaria, anxiety pivots on what the 
French government willnextdo. The Aus- 
trian government, probably acting in concert 
with Lord Salisbury and Chancellor Yon 
Caprivi, supports the Bulgarian bureau. 

Austria’s agent at Sofia has incited Premier 
Stambouloff to address a note to the govern- 
ments of Turkey, Germany, Austria and Eng- 
land, vindicating the expulsion of Chadouine. 
It is now known ail around that Ribot does 
not care a straw for the expulsion or ex- 
pulsee. 

The St. Petersburg Weekly Vedomosti, after 
suggesting that it is possible that France, fail- 
ing to obtain satisfaction, may blockade the 
Bulgarian ports, says that Russia would protest 
against the appearance of French ironclads 
before Varna or Bourgas. If Ribot’s policy 
results thus the peace of Europe is over. 

A New Scheme, 

As a counter check to the liberal game 
played to win over rural districts, the executive 
of the conservative association has arranged 
for a series of agricultural conferences. Chap- 
lain, chairman of the board of agriculture, 
willopen the series in January. Bona fide 
laborers and authentic farmers according to 
the conservative press will atvend 
these conferences, in contrast with 
the mob of professional agitators, 
masquerading at the recent liberal rural con- 
ference, and will discuss the land questions 
with the ministers. Chaplain, having got the 
promise of the treasury for £5,000,000 io be 
used in beginning the operation of his land 
scheme, can effectively induce some rural sup- 

ort. 

' Providing for the Prince. 

The conservative organs are trying to edu- 
cate the British public into the approval of a 
parliamentary grant raising the income of the 
recently aftianced duke of Clarence and Avon- 
daie to £25,000 yearly. The queen, it is 


understood, will not consent to open the com-, 


ing session of parliament anless_ the 
cabinet will assent to taking 
the risk involved in bringing forward the pro- 
posal. The ministers,in the meantime, are 
unwilling to go further than to propose a dower 
for Princess Victoria to marry on an annuity 
of £5,000 as a marriage settlement. The radi- 
cals will agree to a moderate dowry, but to no 
further grant to the duke of Clarence, and if 
the government venture to ask fora special 
provision for him, the opposition will geckon 
on a vote of 200 against the measure. This, 
though the minority, will take the heart and 
cordiality out of the grant and be a pill for the 
royal family, besides weakening the cause of 
the government in the coming elections. 


RATIFIED THE TREATIES. 


Discussion in the German Reichstag Yester- 
day on the Commercial Treaties, 


BrEerRLin, December 18.—In the reichstag to- 
day the new commercial treaties came up on 
their third reading During the debate 
dorff, who has been particularly prominent in 
opposing the treaties, again appeared in the 
opposition, basing his objection upon the 
length of time—twelve years—it is proposed to 
keep them in operation. He spoke at some 
length, and expressed fears as to the results of 
the treaties. 

Chancelor von Caprivi responded to Kar- 
dortf’s arguments. He contrasted the fears 
expressed by that speaker with the hopeful 
prospects the treaties presented, and added 
that if Kardorff failed to see the political sig- 
niticance of the McKinley bill and the Pan- 
American policy, he must decline to discuss 
questions of foreign policy with him.

Austrian-Hungarian treaty passed its third 
reading by a vote of 243 to 48. :

DUPED BY HIS BROTHERS. 


After Amassing a Littie Fortune He Has 
Lost It All. 


Cotumsra, 8. C., December 18.—{Special.] 
Levi Stroyer, up to nine months ago, was a 
prosperous man and lived with his family in 
peace and contentment. Now he has not a 
cent of this v orid’s goods, and his two broth- 
ers are responsible for bis condition. 

The story of his rise im lifeand his fall is 
interesting, andis here given: Stroyer waea 
private in Sherman's army, and was with that 
general when he captured this city and 
burned it to the ground. Stroyer did not go 
on with the army,but he stayed here, and, after 
things quieted down he went to work, and by 
industry and frugality got quite a start 
in life.

good business: instincts, and gradually 
added to his possessions, until he gained a 
fair competence. He owned a store in the 
city, where he did a good busi and also 
owned asmali farm in the suburbs, which 
brought him an additional income. That was 
his condition up to about nire months ago. 

He had never toid his family in Ohio where 
he was, and they supposed he was dead, but 
it happened that histwo brothers dmfted to 
Coluinbia nine months since, and accidentally 
discovered the long-lost brother. The union 
was a happy one, and many were tho inquiries 
tnade on either side as to personal experiences 
since they had last met. The two_ brothers 
to.d Mr. Stroyer of their home in Ohio, how 
they and their, father had “struck it rich,” 
and owned several oil wells: how 
the “old man” longed to see his face 
again, and by such talk finally persuaded him 
to go to Ohio and share the fortunes produced 
by the oil weils. Mr. Stroyer decided to go, 
and soid all of his property in this city at a 

fice of about fifty cents on the dollar. He

SHOT TO DEATH, 


The Frightful Assassination of a Fickle 
Moonshiner. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., December 18.—[{Special.] 
A squad of deputy marshals, just returned 
from Cleburne county, relate a sensationa) 
murder. LaFayette Anderson, a former illicit 
distiller, but lately an important witness 
against others, was assassinated Wednesday 
night. He was sitting at supper with his wife 
and children, when a double-barreled shot- 
gun, in the hands of an unknown party, was 
thrust through the window, and two loads of 
buckshot poured into Anderson’s head. His 
brains were spattered all’ over the table, and 
his head fell into the plate, and the plate, out 
of which he was eating, was filled with his 
blood. He died instantly. His wife and 
children were unhurt. 

Last September Anderson was arrested on 
the charges of illicit distilling and perjury. 
He was put in Jefferson county jail, and there 
he remained until upon the certificate of Dr. 
A. N. Ballard that he was weak-minded and 
sickly, his bond was reduced by Commissioner 
Hunter and he was allowed to return home. 
In the meantime it was ascertained that An- 
derson knew a good deal about illicit distillers 
and their doings in Cleburne county. He was 
FF summoned and gave testimony 
against many of his former associates. The 
theory as to the cause of his death is that he 
was assassinated by some distiller against 
whom he had been a witness. Anderson was 
a soldier in the union army and be has lived 
most of his life since the war in Cleburne 
county, near Edwardsville, and has been a 
farmerand moonshiner together, He was 
fifty-five years old.

Mr. J. R. Stetts, of Savannah, chairman of 
the board, and who represents the firemen on 
the Central, will arrivein Atlanta this-morn 
ing. 

Mr. Hannahan, who is representing Grand 
Chief F. B. Sargent, is now in St. Paul, Minn., 
adjusting some troubles of the brotherhood, but 
will come here just as soon as he gets through 
with his work there. 

The committee of firemen here are a very 
determined set of men. 

‘We are going,” say they, ‘‘to stay here 
until Mr. Hannahan comes, if it’s two weeks.”’ 

It appears that the firemen havea two-fold 
complaint to make. The hours they have to 
work are too long, and the paytoosmall. The 
engineers are treated with much more consid- 
eration than they, and are paid for extra hours, 
while they are not.

A PICTURE OF STEPHENS, 


President of 


Taken hile HW> as Vice 
the Confederacy. 


Canton, Ga., December 18.—[Special.!—A 
few days ago Mrs. Charity W. Ferguson, of 
Hightower, in Forsyth county, showed us a 
small photograph of Alexander H. Stephens, 
which was taken, in Augusta, by Tucker & 
Perkins, during the time of Mr. Stephens’s 
term as vice president of the southern conteder- 
acy. Underneath the pictureis Mr. Stephens’s 
autograph, and on the back of the photograph 
is printed these words: 

What has been said of President Davis, as a 
statesman and patriot, may be repeated with equal 
truth of Vice President Stephens, a man whose 
eminent ability, and exalted patiotism, marked 
him out as pre-eminently worthy to fill the second 
oftice in the gift of the southern confederacy, and 
to assume the duties of the first, if called upon by 
the dispensation of providence. 

The picture is a bust size and surrounded by 
flags, bayoneted guns, cannon, etc., and is said 
to be a correct photograph from life of this 
distinguished statesman. 

Mrs. Ferguson came in possession of it in 
March, 1862, by gift from Lonzo Harris, who 
gave it-to her to safely keep for him until his 
return from the war. Mr. Harris was a mem- 
ber of Company E, Forty-third Georgia regi- 
ment, but never returned home, having been 
killed at Resaca, May 14, 1864. 

For several years the picture was lost, no 
one knowing what had become of it, untila 
few days ago when Mrs. Ferguson brought a 
picture of her motherto Mr. Jarvis, of this 
place, to be enlarged, who found the picture of 
Mr. Stephens hidden behind that of her 
mother in the frame. 

The picture is well preserved and greatly 
appreciated by Mrs. Ferguson. Any one 
might well be proud to own such a picture as 
this one.

about old man Israe! Gilbert. The story told 
of the death of this old barness maker in 
Augusta, in 1836, and of his will, in which he 
disposed of certain property. It also hnked 
with the old harness maker the aristocratic 
belie of New York’s four hundred, Miss Sallie 
Hargons, as his grandniece. At the same time 
the New York papers took up the story in a 
sensational way, and tried to prove by impu- 
tation, if not evidence, that the ancestors of 
Miss Hargous had not enjoyed the formality 
of a marriage ceremony. 

Mr. Leonard Phinizy, the lawyer, was inter- 
viewed bya Chronicle reporter. He was just 
from the express oftice, and carried in his 
hand a freshly written receipt for a valuable 

kage sent through the money department 
of the Southern Express Company to Mr. 
Charies B. Gallaher, of Cloverdaie, Cal. 

“That receipt,” said Mr. Phinizy, “is the 
last page in the history of a very interesting 
case LF 


“That starts off well; give us the story.” 

‘“‘Do you remember trying tointerview me 
about a case brought by the heirs of old man 
Israel Gilbert, some months ago, in which Miss 
Sallie Hargous, of New York, was brought in 
in @ very sensational way ?”’ 

**Perfectly well.’’ 

‘‘Well, the case was notin a condition then 
to be discussed in the papers, and I couldn't 
give youanything. It has all been settled 
now, and I have just sent the money left in 
old man Gilbert’s will to his nephew, Charles 
B. Gallaher, in Cloverdale, Cal.’’ 

‘‘Where does Miss Hargous come in?”’ 

“You remember that under the old man’s 
willthe bulk of his estate was left to Ann 
Gilbert for life and to James Gilbert Gallaher 
as remainderman after her. James Bishop 
was named as executor. You published the 
will at the time.’’ 

Turning to the file, the will was found, and 
is as follows: 

Israel Gilbert’s Will. 


His will is as follows: 

GEORGIA, RicumMonvp County.—In the name of 
God, amen, I, Israel Gilbert, of said county and 
state, being weak in body, but of sound and dis- 
posing mind, do make this my last will and testa- 


ment. 

1. I desire that all my just debts be paid as soon 
as practicable after my decease. 

2. Igive, deviseand bequest unto Mary Ann 
Jobnson my negro slave named Lun and the sum 
of $2,000. 

3. All the rest and residue of my estate, remain- 
ing after the payment of my debts, funeral ex- 
penses and the above legacy, I give to my wife, 
Ann Gilbert, my sister. Esther Gullaher, Sally 
Stone and Hannah Gilbert, to be equally divided 
between them, share and share alike, provided, 
always, that my executor shall invest,in some 
safe way, the amount coming to my wife, so that 
she may receive the income thereof during her 
life, and after her death the said amount, or the 
property in which it may be invested, I pive to my 
nephew, Gilbert James Gallaher, his heirs and as- 
signs; and, provided, also, that the amount com- 
ing to my sister, Esther Gallaher, shall be for her 
sole and separate use, and be invested by my ex- 
ecutor for her benefit, so that neither .t nor the 
income thereof shall be liable for the debts or con- 
tracts of her husband. 

4. Inominate and appoint James B. Bishop 
executor of this,my last wiil and testament,author- 
ize him to sell my land or any other portion of 
my property without the necessity of obtaining 
leave of the court of ordinary in order to carry 
this, my will, into effect as soon as practicable, 
and no interest shall be paid by my said executor 
on the legacy to Mary Ann Johnson.

of the estate, comprising ten shares of the 
Bank of Augusta stock, seven shares Georgia 
Insurance Company stock, and $153 in money. 
Some time back inthe tifties it seems that 
this, or some part of it, was re-invested in five 
shares of Georgia railroad stock. These be- 
cauie worth $200 apiece, and dividends having 
accumulated upon them amounting to about 
‘one thousand dollars, made them worth about 
two thousand dollars.”’ 
The Matter Revived. 


‘‘Mr. James B. Bishop, the executor of old 
man Israel Gilbert’s will, was the grandfather 
of Mr. Thomas W. Alexander, of this city. 

**Last year, in going over his grandfather's 
old papers, he found the record of these securi- 
ties, and applied tothe court for instructionsin 
disposing of them. Mr. Alexander was in- 
structed to apply for letters of administration 
on the estate, which having secured, he was 
then to institute proceedings to escheat the 
property to Richmond county for the benefit of 
the educational fund.”’ 

An Heir Discovered. 


“It was pending these proceedings that ad- 
vertisement was made again for Gilbert 
James Gallaher or his heirs. This advertise- 
ment was seen by some friend of Charies B. 
Gallaher who knew something of his family, 
and he’cut it out of the paper and mailed it to 
him out in California. 

“It was in response to this notice that 
Charies B. Gallaher then wrote to me,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Phinizy, ‘‘claiming the estate as 
the heir of his brother, James Gilbert Gal- 
laher, the remainderman under the will, and 
it was thus that I became connected with the 
case at the time the first stories got into 
print.” 

An Amicablie Adjustment. 

‘Since then I have been working the case 
quietly and have settled up by the aid and co- 
operation of other counsel in the case, without 
publicity or delay, what could have been made 
long litigation. 

‘‘Major Joseph B. Cumming, as attorney of 
the Georgia railroad, furnished the directors 
of that company with a carefully prepared 
opinion on the matterof transferring the stock 
and accrued dividend, and Mr. Charles Z. 
McCord, as attorney for Mr. F. W. Alexan- 
der, administrator, has co-operated with me in 
tracing out the history of the bequest and the 
heirs. I learned that Gilbert James Gallaher 
was killed in the Mexican war, and that he 
left one brother, Charles B. Gallaher, who is 
a crippied, intirm and needy old man living in 
California, and a sister, who was the

Appleton, all prominent peopie in New York. 
There is not the slightest taint anywhere on 
the family record, and the sensational stories 
published last spring were entirely without 
foundation in fact. 

“These New York nieces and nephews of 
the old man in California have trans/erred all 
their right, title and interest to their uncle, 
Jeaving him the sole heir under the will, and 
I have just sent him the scrip for five shares 
of Georgia railroad stock and $1,015 accrned 
dividends thereon, less the costs and attorneys’

He came to Orme- 
wood farm nine years ago and went into the 
butter business, never selling a pound for 
less than 50 cents. Then he began to sell 
milk in bottles at an average price of 36 
cents a gallon. He cites an instance ofa 
German gardner, who came to Atlanta four- 


teen years ago with a few hundred dollars, . : 


and whois now worth $15,000, all of it made 
without speculation in property. 

‘“J, H.”’ says truly that an enormous sum 
of money goes away from Atlanta every 
year for vegetables and other garden truck. 
This remark shows what a large and profita- 
ble field our young men have. A young man 
of pluck, energy and business tact can make 
a fortune in truck farming in the neighbor- 
hood of Atlanta in the course of a very few 
years. The demand here for all varieties of 
vegetables is practically inexhaustible. A 
farmer of large experience told the writer 
not long ago that it was a crime against na- 
ture to raisea bale of cotton within ten miles 
of Atlanta. The exaggeration points a very 
lively moral. There are farmers ail around 
Atlanta who are wasting their time and en- 
ergy on cotton when they might be making 
money on vegetables, butter, eggs, poultry, 
hay and other inexpensive farm products. 

“J. H.’’ pays a passing tribute to our red 
clay hills. ‘‘What a great future,’’ he ex- 
claims, ‘has Georgia for farmers, especially 
on the red clay lands!’’ This reminds us of 
a remark made years ago by one of the most 
successful farmersin the state. ‘‘A handful 
of guano,”’ said he, ‘‘will run our red clay 
distracted.’’ This is another exaggeration 
that expresses a vital fact, and it is a fact 
that ought to he thoroughly understood. 
Not many years ago, hundreds of Georgians 
were deserting their red clay farms to go to 
Texas to find better lands. They found 
land temporarily richer because it was new, 
but they did not find better land. The red 
clay farms, properly managed, will produce 
results that can be duplicated only on the 
alluvial bottoms of the Mississippi valley. 

Truly, Gegrgia is a great state. 


The Free Coinage of American Silver. 

‘Our Washington correspondent says that 
there is talk among the democratic leaders 
of a free coinage bill for American silver. 
This, of course, would be in the nature of a 
compromise, and would be advocated with 
that understanding. It would dispose of 
the present: stock of stored silver, and would 
relieve the country of the danger threatened 
by the Sherman silver law, which is now 
hurrying the government toward silver 
monometallism. 

The free coinage of the American product 
would be a step in the right direction, 
whereas the Sherman silver law is a long 
and dangerous step in the wrong direction. 
It is a conservative measure, and is a ra- 
tional supplement to the Bland-Allison com- 
pulsory coinage act. Thatact was educa- 
tional inits results. It proved that the 
coinage of silver would not drive gold from 
the country, and it gave the lie to every ar- 
gument tne goldolators had advanced 
against it. 

An American free coinage law is the natu- 
ral result of that act. It willbe an adver- 
tisenient to the world that this country pro- 
poses to deal with the silver question in- her 
own way and according to herown desires. 
When holders of American bullion can ex- 
change every ounce of it for one dollar and 
twenty-nine cents’ worth of coined silver the 
problem will be settled so far as this coun- 
try is concerned, and Europe can then settle 
the question to suit itself,

A WOMAN'S VOICE 


Heard in the Convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

‘BirminaHam, Ala., December 18.—The 
convention of the American Federation of 
Labor adopted a resolution at its morning 
session favoring a woman’s suffrage amend- 
ment to the constitution. The convention re- 
fused to adopt a resolution recommending po- 
litical action on the part of the trades unions. 
A resolution was passed demanding that. no 
further subsidy be paid the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Gompany unless the company <lis- 
charge all Chinese and Japanese in the United 
States service. Also a resolution to amend 
the shipping act of 1890 so as to make vessels 
liable in damage for cruelty to sailors at the 
hands of officers. 

Miss Van Eaten’s Remarks. 

Immediately after the reading of the minutes 
at the afternoon session, Miss Ida M. Van 
Eaten, representing, without a vote, the work- 
ing women of New York, asked through a 
delegate unanimous consent to make 2 state- 
ment as to the resolution respecting employ- 
ment of a woman organizer which yesterday 
was referred to in the coming executive 
council. Permission having been given, Miss 
Van Eaten proceeded to make a speech, in 
which she dealt somewhat severely with the 
delegates who had not been friendly to her 
resolution, referring especially to Vice Presi- 
dent McGuire’s ‘‘rather brutal’’ conduct; to 
Delegate McNeall’s ‘‘sarcastic reply’’ to one of 
her questions, and to Delegate Lennon as the 
representative of an organization which was 
willing to receive “dues from women members, 
but unwilling to allow women a vote.” 

“That is false, thatis untrue,” angrily re- 
plied Delegate Lennon, rising to his feet. 

Miss Van Eaten was allowed ta proceed 
until she was calied to order for reflections ou 
the members, more especially on Vice Presi- 
dent McGuire, 

When she had concluded ber remarks, Dele- 
gate Lennon rose to a question of personal 
privilege. He, himself, had organized many 
working women’s societies for which he had 
never received any pay, and Miss Van Eaten 
had reflected unjustly upon his organization. 

Another Delegate Explains. 

Delegate McNeall detailed what took place 
between himself and Miss Van Eaten when 
she informed him that her committee had 
agreed to ask the convention to provide fora 
woman organizer ata salary of $1,200a year, 
with expenses. He toid her that he did not 
think the convention would endorse the plan. 
So far as the question of salary was concerned, 
Miss Van Eaten could take his place as an 
organizer and his salary; she was more than 
welcome to do so. He had been an organizer 
for many years, and had been in receipt of no 
pay for that duty. 

Vice President McGuire said Miss Van 
Eaten had gone out of her way to adAtack him. 
He had organized women’s societies himself, 
and expected to organize many more. He 
mentioned more than one organization with 
which Miss Van Eaten had been actively con- 
nected, and which had died under her minis- 
trations. That ended the matter.

The time was, and only a few years ago, 
when every bay and lagoon was teeming with 
birds, but when the fashion demanded that 
every woman’s bonnet should be decorated 
with some kind of a bird or its feathers, men 
were sent to Florida to procure them, and one 
expedition returned, it is said, with 100,000 
bird skins, shot during one winter. Such de- 
struction is now felt, and although the author- 
ities have now prohibited the slanghter, it is 
like locking the stable after the horse is 
stolen. 

On the Apalachicdla river wild turkeys and 
ducks are shot wantonly from the decks of the 
steamboats, aud a ligators all along the banks 
coine in fora fusilade from the rities of the 
passengers. On my recent trip on this river I 
saw numbers of turkeys shot as they were 
running along the banks that were of course 
wasted, as the boat could not stop to pick them 
up; and every §fock of ducks that rose was 
tired into, killing or maim:ng more or !ess of 
them. Not only on the ground of wanton cru- 
elty should the owners of thee boats prohibit 
the use of firearins, but it is a great annoyance 
to many passengers to have rifles and shotguns 
banging away around them, to say nothing of 
the danger to life from careless use of guns by 
mere boys, as some of them were.

TENNESSEE'S TREASURY EMPTY. 


Because the Lessees. Refuse to Pay the 
Rent. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 18.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—The extent to which the convict 
troubles have embarrassed the state was only 
fully known today, when the state’s financial 
officers made it known that the penitentiary 
lessees have refused to pay all of last quarter’s 
installment on the penitentiary Jeaxe. On Oc- 
tober Ist they paid only $10,000, leaving a 
balance of $15,000, and on January they will 
owe the state $40,000. 

This fact was given out partially in answer 
to criticisms of the state treasurer and comp- 
troller, in connection with the fact that the 
state will have to borrow $250,000 to meet the 
January interest, when it has been frequently 
claimed that the state would never have to 
borrow again. The convict troubles were, 
however, not foreseen. The transportation 
and maintenance of troops lost the state 
$13,000, the extra session of the legislature 
$25,000, the recapture of convicts $12.000, and 
the new pension law bas taken $20,000 out of 
the treasury, and will next year take $45,000. 
It will be seen that the state has $70, 09 un- 
expected expenses, and with the $40,000 due 
from lessees will, on the Istof January, be 
out $110,000. Last Janus there was only 
$70,000 in the treasury, and by utilizing the 
daily receipts the interest was met. This 
could easily have been done this year, had not 
the convict trouble arisen. it is, the 
treasury is empty, and the whole amount will 
have to be borrowed.

The believers now publish 
two small papers devoted to the faith and 
privately circulated. They have regular 
weekly meetings with lectures at the new 
music hall every Sunday. Private seances 
are held Monday and Friday nights at the 
home of President Newton. 

Asa bunco game to get possession of the 
money of silly old fools the seances held under 
the auspices of the society are said to be quite 
successful. The exposure of Dis de Barr and 
Mrs. Williams has not seriously injured the 
business of the mediums. The bright particu- 
Jar star of the charmed circle of shaded lights 
and mysterious whispers at this time is a 
frowsy-headed old woman from Boston, Mrs. 
Etta B. Roberts. 

| An Hour with a Fraud. 

I had an hour’s conversation with this 
woman yesterday and when I left her she 
proinised to tell all the spirits that I was a 
believer. Mrs. Roberts is a woman of so little 
intelligence that she is not even suspicious of 
inquisitive strangers, and itis a mystery past 
finding out how she can convince men and 
women that she possesses supernatural pow- 
ers. She has recently gained great notoriety 
in Boston and this city among the deluded 
mortals who ca}l themselves spiritualists. 

She has abandoned the old slate writing 
tricks of the profession so often exposed and 
has introduced a new trick. 

She goes inside a strong wire cage, the door 
is locked on the outside, and then, while the 
cage is surrounded by a biack cloth and a 
circle of the faithful, the spirits drag her forth 
through the small crevices of the cage. The 
lights, of course, are turned low to protect the 


eyes of the spirits. The wire cage trick has 
been much talked ofas the most wonderful 
demonstration of the power of spirits ever 


given. 

The fact is, it is so simple that it seems im- 
possible that any one could persuade them- 
selves that they believed it for a moment. 
When the woman enters the cage she carries 
with her a duplicate key tothe padlock that 
fastens the door. With the black cioth cur- 
tains to conceal her movements, she slips a 
hand through the wire of the cage, unlocks 
tne door fromthe outside and locks it behind 
her when she steps out. Then the lights are 
turned up, and the believers in the little circie 
roll their eyes and call the invisible spirits by 
endearing names. 

An Indignant Medium. 

When Mrs. Roberts was asked to enter the 
cage and ailow the door to be simply fastened 
with strings in such a way that it could not be 
opened without breaking the strings, she be- 
came indignant and declared that the suspi- 
cions of sone people amounted to insult. But 
when Mrs. Rabaos begins to ca!] down,.or up, 
the spirits of Red Rose, Little Violet and Lillie 
her seances grow interesting to the unbelievers. 
Ked Kose and the others, clad in soft, white 
robes and gilt haios, have been waiting be- 
hind a dark-brown curtain for their cue. 
When the lights are turned very iow Mrs. 
Roberts goes through a lot of gymnastics, 
breathes hard and then calis the spirits 
by name. ‘they come in one at 
a time and their footfalls make no noise for the 
reason that they wear cloth slippers and step 
lightly and carefully. But when they nestle 
in the laps and stroke the hands and faces of 
the young men in the audience, it is noticed 
that they use the same brands of perfume and 
the same color of face powders used on earth. 
Their hands also look and feel very mach like 
the hands of ordinary mortals. Yet men and 
women who appear sane on all subjects in all 
sincerity profess to believe that they have 
seen spirits from another world. Mrs. Roberts 
threatens to make a tour of the southern 
States with her wire cage after Christmas.

He was 
alive after the first shock—the doctors will 
admit that—and some of those present think 
he was aive after the second shock. The 
official reports will say that death was pain- 
less, but was it? 

The five electric executions at Sing Sing 
this year have on!y cleariy demonstrated one 
thing, thatis that so-called electric experis 
and physicians know almost nothing of the 
effect of the invisibie force on the human sys- 
tem. Those executions were simply so many 
experiments. Dr. Charles F. McDonald, who 
conducted the autopsies on the five bodies, 
stated to the writer on the day of the Leppy 
execution that the actual effect of the electric 
current on the bodies was not revealed even 
by the autopsies. Hesaidif a surgeon who 
did not know the cause of death was to take 
one of the bodies aud wake the autopsy, he 
would never beable totell what kilied the 
man. In every case the heart aud brain were 
found in their normal condition, and if the 
deadly current had reached those organs or 
affected them in any way the fact cou d not be 
discovered at the autopsy. 

When a man is killed by artificial force and 
medical science is unable to determine bv au- 
topsy the cause of death, medical science 
ought to admit that it knows littie or nothing 
of the actual effect of that force. If the elec- 
tric current did not touch the brain or heart, 
how do the doctors know that the victim did 
not suffer the most agonizing torture during 
the forty or fifty seconds that this powerful 
current was passing through his body? 
The doctor who conducts the of- 
ficial autopsy says he knows that 
the man was kilied by electricity because 
he saw the current turned into his body, not 
by anything he discovered in the vital organs 
of the body when it was cutup. Yet he wil! 
certify that death was painless. How does he 
know it? He don’t know it, he is only guess- 
ing at it. 

Tbe indictments against the newspapers for’ 
publishing the particulars of the executions 
last July have not been pressed to trial and 
the indications are they never will be. The 
press te feature of the law issure tobe re- 
pealed. 


Mrs. Davis’s Suit. 


The suit of Mrs. Jefferson Davis against the 
publishers of her husband’s memoirs has not 
yet been brought to trial and she has not re- 
ceived the money due her as royalty. In the 
meéantime the sa'e of the book is said to be 
dragging along very slowly, and the total sales 
will fall very far below the expectations of 
Mrs. Davis. Her profits will not be large 
even if she succeeds in collecting the money.

In presenting to the friends of this institution 
the report of our third year’s labor for the home- 
less and friendless ones of this city, we are im- 
bued with a sense of sincere gratitude for the 
past, and earnest hopes for the fnture. ‘What is 
worth doing, is worth doing well,” seems to have 


been the prevailing sentiment that has influenced . 


our officers and co-workers. * * *# 

The officers have held their rerular meetings on 
Thursday ot each week at the home; supple- 
mented by the meetings of the members 
held on the first Thursday of 
each month, in the parlors of the Young Men’s 
library. Thus the members who are not actively 
engaged in the work, through the reports of the 
treasurer, secreturies and chairmen of the several 
committees, are made f.miliar with what is being 
accomplished by the organization. — - 

After the resignation of Mrs, Young as matron, 
in October, 1890, we did not succeed in obtaining 
what promised to be a permanent matron until the 
last week in December, when we secured the ser- 
vices of Mrs. Ida Groves, of Athens,Ga, She con- 
tinued with us until May 28, 1891, when, on account 
of ill health, she was forced to tender her 
resignation. Under her management 
the home was made such in the truest sense of the 
word. Her winsome manner enabled her to goy- 
ern the inmates by love, and all were attracted 
toward her who in any way were connected with 
the work. It w.:s with reluctance that her resig- 
nation was megs gr ohon She was succeeded by Miss 
M. 8S. Santley, of Atlanta, who did most efficient 
service. In fact, much of the prasperity of the 
home during her administration was due to her 
untiring efforts and good executive ability. 
Owing to a previous engagement Miss Santiey left 
us in September and was followed by Mrs, G. 
V. Mayne, of Miliport, N. Y. Our home 
is still under her judicious management, 

The first month of the year, after repeated ef- 
forts and as many failures, we succeeded in se- 
curing more commodious quarters for our home, 
tue W. B. Lowe place, corner of Fair and West 
Peters streets, where it now is. This was in part 
accomplished through the generous monthly do- 
nation of the extra amount required by two of our 
public-spirited citizens. This change has proven 
most satisfactory, The house veing larger, we 
have not ouly been able to accommodate more, but 
we find ita much healthier location. The chil- 
dren themselves appreciate the change, for it bas 
given tothem a large airy home with ample, 
pleasant grounds for exercise. 

In giving a report of the inmates of the home 
for the past year, it must be remembered how 
many come under our notice and partia) care 
who never entered the home. Many positions 
have been found for women and girls. Many per-

DEATH OF MR. WILLINGHAM, 


He Died at His Home on Highland Avenue 
Yesterday. 

Mr. Thomas Willingham died yesterday af- 
ternoon at 2 o’clock at his home, 67 Highland 
avenue, after a long illness.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, December 18.—The strength of the 
stock market was again clearly demonstrated today by 
the heavy realizations which took piace, bat which 
were absorbed without an eifort, and higher prices ali 
around are the results. The market also broadened, 
not materially, and the most active day since the pres- 
ent rise began, bothin stocks and bonds, was seen. 
Important movements, however, were few in number, 
and confined to inactive shares as a rule, while among 
the stocks which now lead in activity prices were not 
widely changed, and such stocks as Erie, St. Paul and 
others of like nature were traded in over a range of lesa 
than il percent. Erie again led the list in point of ac- 
tivity, and Atchison also displayed an increasing busi- 
ness at siowly advancing prices. CUutside centers were 
again well represented in purchases, and Chicago, 
Boston and Philadelphia, as well as the arbitrage con- 
tingent, were heavy purchasers throughout the day. 
Western operators took Grangers in large lots, while 
realizations prevented any material movement in any 
ofthem. The important movements were in such 
stocks as Chicago Gas, Cotton Oil, Wabash preferred, 
Sugar and St. Paul and Duluth. The opening was very 
active, and the struggle between the different forces in 
the market was eariy seen to be a severe one, with the 
advantage on the side of the bulla, the opening gains 
of amall fractions being followed by further fractional 


gains in the genera! list, while the only material move- | 


ments were in Cotton Oi], which rose 1, andin St. 
Paul and Dulath, which, on unusually large transac- 
tions for that stock, moved up rapidly from i8'4 to 
45'<. Later Sugar displayed pronounced strength, and 
Wabash preferred scored an advance of 14; per cent, 
and Lake Erie and Western 1%,, with 1 per cent in pre- 
ferred. In late Gealings realizations became more nu- 
merous, and some shares yielded enough to wipe out 
the early gains, Northern Pacific preferred being 
specially prominent in the movement. The market

Rather to the surprise 
of speculators here, yesterday’s weakness in this mar- 
ket failed of an impression on Liverpool this morning. 
Prices there opened a point easier, but the loss was 
quickly recovered, and the close was firm at 12-644 
above last evening. Spot sales were 12,000 bales. Our 
cables report that Manchester is firm and advancing 
for both yarns and cloths. The steadiness of the con- 
suming market has been reflected by an improvement 
of from t@7 points here, the market at 2 o’clock hav- 
ing completely recovered from the demoralization of 
yesterday and being firm. Interior receipts are a little 
under expectations; and, although it is early to figure 
on totals, it is evident that the amount of cotton com- 
ing into sight this week will, for the first time in nearly 
three months, be less than that making its appearance 
during the corresponding week last vear. It is plain 
that the short interest was much increased yesterdo y. 
it is doubtful if the fresh interest so created yesterday 
has been covered today, and there is plainly a question 
of interrogation on the ‘aces of some of the bears as 
to whether itis not prudent at least, if not wise, to 
abandon the short side for the present. After2o’clock 
the market eased off 2 points from the best prices of 
the day upon realizing sales caused by a slightly larger 
interior than expecied. The close was steady with a 
better andertone to the market than for some time 
past. If the receipts would bear out the almost uni- 
versal reports of reduced yield, the trade would 
quickly regain confidence in higher prices. Receipts 
at New Orleans are estimated for tomorrow at 10,000 
bales, against 10,000. bales last week and 23,000 bales 
last year.

Features of the Speculative Movement is 
Grain and Provistons. 

CHICAGO, December 18.—Wheat was exceedingly 
dull today. There was little or no outside business, 
with the local operators doing next to nothing, and 
the market had a decided holiday appearance. At the 
start there was some weakness, as the general disposi- 
tion was to sell on the firmness created yesterday, and 
there was an early decline of about ',c, but during the 
last hour the market showed considerable strength; 
the cables were generally quite firm, and shorts were 
good buyers with selling somewhat restricted. May 
openéd at 96\c, against 96%c at the close yesterday; 
receded to 96':c, advanced to 96%¢c, eased off some, 
rallied to 974,¢, broke to 97c, grew strong near the end, 
advancing to and closing firm at 97'sc. 

Corn was quiet and lower for December. There was 
not much call for that month, shorts having all appar- 
ently gotten under cover, and the clique had more for 
sale than wes wanted, and hence lower prices ruled, 
Longer futures were generally firm; improved grading 
of the past few days was maintained. December started 
',c lower at 50'.c; sold off to 46'sc, and closed at 4c, 
January started at ';c up at 444,c; sold to 4tc, and 
closed at 44',c. May fluctuated between 42%4%@42%x¢, 
and closed at 424;c, an advance of '»c. 

Oats were firm and very steady. 

Hog products were lower, Receipts of live hogs 
were a trifle above the estimate, but prices were 
quoted 5c higher. There were free offerings, however, 
and with no one seemingly disposed to support the 
market, lower prices ruled. There wasa feebie rally 
during the last hour, but the gain was lost again. The 
break in prices was the most serious experienced for

Cables reported higher markets abroad with liberal 
buying orders from Paris and Berlin. New York and 
St. Louis parties became buyers later when ®» message 
from California rgported the market there about 3c 
per cental higher, causing asharp adyance of about 
»,¢, closing firm at the highest point of the day. The 
export clearances continue large with an active trade 
by shippers. 

Corn was firm, partly awin to a natural reaction 
and also to the strength in wheat. Keceipts of oats 
are lighter, with a good demand at a small advance. 
The large offerings of all kinds of hog product today 
by several larze ;acking houses was an unwelcome 
surprise to the speculative holders. It fairly knocked 
the botiom out of prices causing a decline of over 30c 
in mess purk and a relative decline in lard and ribs.

What Was Done Yesterday in and 
Around the County Courthouse. 


THE TAXBOOKS WILL CLOSE TONIGHT. 


Gossip Gathered Among the Courts—The 
Judges and Lawyers Will Take a Rest. 
The Ryan Case Monday. 


Today is the most important day of the year 
with the taxpayers of Fulton county. | 

It is the last day in which they can pay their 
taxes and avoid the costs of fi. .ff 

To accommodate the hundreds of people who 
are anxious to pay today, Tax Collector Andy 
Stewart has decided to keep his office open 
until 8:30 o’clock The usual hour for closing 
is 5 o'clock, but the oftice did not close last 
night till after 7 o’c!ock. 

No bank in Atlanta was so lively yesterday 
as Tax Collector Stewart’s office. 

It was thronged all day long with citizens of 
all complexions and grades, from tie opulent 
capitalist who paid on hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, to the humble laborer, who paid his 
$1 for poll tax. 

The receipts yesterday were much larger 
than they have been any day since the books 
were opened. The clerks were too busy to foot 
up ail the cash and checks received, but they 
roughly estimate that $35,000 was taken in 
yesterday. They wili not be surprised, they 
say, if today’s receipts will be twice as large. 

A good many of the heavy taxpayers have 
not paid yet, and itis certain some of them 
will be ainong the delinquents. 

As a general thing the poorer the citizen is, 
the readier is he to pay his taxes. 

There are about ti{teen thousand, three hun- 
dred taxpayers in Fulton county. 

Up to last night some seven thousand, one 
hundred and twenty-eight of these had either 
paid the cash or sent checks covering the 
amount of their taxes. 

Mr. Stewart caiculates that when his office 
closes today he will have received altogether 
nearly three hundred thousand dollars. The 
total amount that should be collected is about 
five hundred thousand dollars. 

It is certain, therefore, that there will be a 
much larger number of deliquents this year 
than last year. 

A Big Bar Meeting. 

Yesterday afternoon at 3:30 o’clock there 
was a largely-attended meeting of lawyers in 
the city courtroom. Judge Howard Van 
Epps sounded the dockets and set a number of 
cases for trialin his own court and in Judge 
Westmoreland’s division. Nine-tenths of 
these are damage suits against corporations. 

Jailbirds. 

Judge Westmoreland will hold court today, 
and will try half a dozen of young negro 
criminals who are now in juai!. Judge 
Westmoreland has decided to devote every 
Saturday to this class of business. When 
necessary he will try criminal cases Friday 
and Saturday. 

Judge Clark’s Cvuurt. 

Judge Richard H. Clark has finished all the 
cases ready for trial and adjourned his court 
till the llth of January. He will spend next 
week in Atlanta and the remaining holidays 
in Macon. Oneocfthe court officers, who is 
presumed to know all about the machinery of 
this particular tribunal, toid a reporter of THE 
CONSTITUTION that the court would resume 
business January 17th, but he failed to notice 
that the 17th falls on Sunday. Judge Clark is 
as pious a judge as there is in Georgia, 
and he didn’t want it to go out to the 
world that he holds court on this holy day of 
rest. So when he called his court to order yes- 
terday morning he questioned Solicitor Gen- 
era! Hill and Clerk Frank Myers, whose piety 
is not to be doubted, about this erroneous date. 
They professed innocence, and the matter was 
charged to a typograpjical error. 

Subsequently Judge Clark stated to a re- 

rter that he had intended to hold courta 
ew days longer before adjourning for the hol- 
idays, but that owing to the absence of Cap- 
tain Crim, an important witness in several 
cases, he could not proceed with the business.
